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NAZI LEADERS FAIL

Amsterdam, November 3. 


ASKED “WHAT IS GERMANY going to do” a promin- 
ent German anti-Nazi personality who just crossed into 


{neutral territory stated “I believe no one in Germany can 


answer that, not even Hitler himself.” 


“Tt is true,” he added, “that on the 
Western Front everything has been 
carefully prepared for a largescale 
attack. The troops are kept in con- 
stant readiness for action ready to 
answer the order whenever it comes. 
But the.order does not come. - Hitler, 
who is supposed to give it, studied the 
Western problem under all its aspects 
and has found no solution to it.” 

When the war broke out, Hitler 
declared that to break through the 
Maginot Line was worth _ sacrificing 
1,800,000 men, he said. “The General 
Staff believed such an offensive would 
be sheer suicide and succeeded in 
convincing Hitler to. give up his mad 
scheme,” he continued. “Field-Mar- 
shal Goering was then entrusted with 
working out plans for a mass attack 
against Great Britain. 

BELGIUM INVASION 

A. careful study of the scheme re- 
vealed that in view of the technical 
characteristics of German bombers, 
petrol consumption, the weight of 
bombs to be carried, as'well as a 
number of other important factors, 
such an attack, to be successful should 
be undertaken with bases not on the 
Dutch but on the Belgian coast. 

General von Halder, the Chlef 
of the General Staff for the Army. 
was ‘then Instructed to prepare 
plans for.an ‘attack against Bel- 
gium. A few days later he sald 
he could not recommend such an 
attack and tendered his resigna- 
tion, which was not accepted.” 
TROOPS STILL AWAIT ORDERS 

From that day on, the speaker 
continued, the General Staff and the 
troops have been awaiting the 
Fuehrer’s orders. 

Meanwhile, Herr Joachim von

ROOSEVELT 
ON EVASION 
BY SHIPPING 


New York, To-day. 

President Roosevelt dis- 
closed’ at his daily press 
conference yesterday that 
he had delayéd the’ trans- 
fer of United States Lines’ 
ships to Panamanian re- 
gistry, but emphasised 
his belief that the’ United 
States was in no danger 


of being involved in war. 

He sajd that if there was that dan- 
ger the Maritime Commission would 
probably refuse to allow the transfer. 

He said neutrality did not enter 
into the matter, since any American 
had a perfect right to sell property to 
a neutral nation™and to transfer his 
title therein to neutrals. 

AMERICA'S POSITION 

If the transfer was effected, Ameri- 
cans could not serve as officers and 
seamen, and if the ship was sunk after 
transfer there could not be an inter- 
national episode on account of the 
crew or cargo. 

One of the questions which caused 
delay in the transfer, said the Presi- 
dent, arose from the clause in the 
Merchant Marine Law the purpose of 
which was to prevent the sale of 
American merchantmen if they were 
considered important for national de- 
fence.—Reuter.

What are the Allies to aim at? A: 
Europe in which armed force will no 
longer be arbiter, whether it is used 
on land, in the air, or on the sea. This 
implies the’creation of a League pos— 
sessed of an armed force greater than 
that of any European Power. A Europe 
again in which some form of Federal 
Union will subordinate all the fierce 
rivalries that now threaten to tear us 
to pieces and enable each people to 
develop its own culture and raise the 
level of its’ common life, finding 
strength and help in its association 
with the rest of Europe. To the crea-— 
tion of such a Europe the Allies would 
contribute not only by their leadership 
but by their own concessions, for it 
would obviously demand from them 
their consent to a radical reconstruc- 
tion of the colonial system, as well as 
to large economic readjustments and 
the surrender of part of their national 
sovereignty. Such a Europe cannot 
be created at once. Its creation must 
be a gradual and complicated process, 
But if. that is our aim all our policy 
must be guided and governed by its 
spirit and its needs. There is no 
place in it for. a Power that seeks 
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expectation or purpdse of making 
peace but only of building up the 
morale of one people and breaking 
down that of others would have offer~ 
ed such peace terms in a radio ora-- 
tion. 

Only those who must fight in a 
continuation of the war can say that 
peace shall not be made on such 
terms or. with such a mentality. But 
those whose chief concern is to stay 
out of war will easily understand the 
inability—already forecast — of Brit- 
ain and France to find hope of 
genuine peace in this speech_—"Chris- 
tian Science Monitor.”

Florence Ricardo, a wealthy, fas- 
cinating ‘widow, still in her twenties 
lived at Balham, on the outskirts of 
London. Among her suitors was a 
young Oxford — graduate, Charles 
Bravo,, a handsome, clever, promis~ 
‘ing barrister, the only son of a 
wealthy mother. Bravo proposed to 
the charming widow but before she 
would agree to accept him she sub- 
jected herself to a painful humilia- 
tion exacted on her by a paid com- 
panion—Mrs. Cox—dwelling in her 
house. ; 


Mrs. Cox wielded an uncanny _ in- 
fluence over the young, widow, a 
power which had induced’ Mrs. 
Ricardo to confess to her a_ secret 
liaison which, since her husband's 
death, she had had with Doctor Gul- 
ley, an eminent physician over 60 

‘years of age. And when Bravo ask- 
ed the’widow to marry him, Mrs. 
_ Cox persuaded her to confess _ this 
-intrigue to her suitor, It was to 
Bravo's credit that he readily  for- 
gave his tearful sweetheart, promis- 
ing, upon his own initiative, never to 
refer to that chapter of her other- 
wise innocent life. So the couple 
were married, and Mrs. Cox con- 
tinued to live with them. : 

The Bravos now had every  pro- 

spect for happiness and prosperity. 
They were both blessed with youth, 
healthy, wealth, cleveness and a 
passionate love for each other. But, 
no sooner had they settled down than 
the husband became seized with an 
insane jealousy of his wife’s past. 
Repeatedly he fell into fits of brood- 
ing, followed’ by periods when he 
would taunt her with that period of 
her life which he had solemnly agre- 
ed never to mention. Again and. 
again she assured him of her con- 
stancy to him, which he never doubt- 
ed, but the more his love for her 
Brew the greater his jealousy 
’ developed. 

One morning, after they had been 
married about six months, Mrs. Bravo 
drove .her husband to his office in 
London, and during the: drive he 
reopened the painful subject of her 
former adventure. Seeing that he 
had caused her to weep, he be- 
came remorseful,’ begging her to 
kiss him, which at first she refused 
to do. But presently she yielded, and 
they had a happy reconciliation, 

In London. that day Bravo had 

lunch with a friend, who thought 
him in the best of health and spirits. 
Returning home early, he ,went for 
a horseback ride, and his mount bolt- 
ed with him and shook him up; but 
he dressed, for dinner, as did his 
wife and her companion, ‘and the 
three sat down to an unusually plea- 
sant meal. The Bravos retired ear- 
ly to their adjoining rooms, and 
after the wife had fallen asleep her 
companion from another part of the 
house heard Bravo call to his wife: 
“Florence! Florence! Hot water!” 
+ Mrs. Cox found Bravo in ‘great 
agony and Mrs. Bravo still asleep 
in her room. She awakened the 
wife, who immediately came. to 
her husband's assistance. The sick 
man lay stretched upon the floor 
and to his bride he muttered that 
he was in great agony. She imme- 
diately sent for ‘physicians, and after 
three had arrived she sent in to 
London for a fourth, the noted con- 
sultant, Sir William Gull. .: 

Obtaining from Bravo a cérnféssion- 
that he had taken laudanum for 
neuralgia of the lower jaw, Sir Wil- 

‘ Nam. accused the sick man of hav- 
ing. taken some stronger drug, _ but 
he only muttered: “I swear I have 
only taken. Jaudanum and I-can tell 
you nothing more.” 

_ Throughout his ‘suffering he treat- 
ed his Wife with the tenderest affec- 
tion and called for her whenever she 
-went out of his sight. His behavior: 
toward Mrs. Cox was kindly, and. 
his entire attitude wis that of a 
man unaware of the source df’ his 
‘sufferings. After 30 hourS of agony,. 
he died, and the post-mortem: proved 
that he had been poisoned, not .by 


laudanum, but by 40 grains of anti- |’

BRAVO LAY STRETCHED 


After ‘the coroner's jury had re- 
turned an open verdict that left the 
mystery unsolved, some of Bravo’s 
friends petitiongd the Government 
for a special inquiry. This second 
inquest lasted 23 days, and cost an 
enormous sum, spent, not only by the 
Crown but by the respective fami- 
lies of Mr, and Mrs. Bravo. 

Forty-three witnesses were  ex- 
amined and the dead man’s solicitor 
offered a reward of 500 pounds for

(Mrs. Bravo's former cavalier). Don't 
tell Florence!” 

’ The verdict of the jury, which re- 
mained out two and a half hours, 
was: “We find that Mr, Charles De- 
launey Turner Bravo did,not com- 
mit suicide; that he did not meet his 
death by misadventure; that he was 
wilfully ‘murdered by the adminis- 
tration of tartar emetic, but that there’ 
is not sufficient evidence to fix the 
guilt upon ‘any person or persons.” 
No one was ever tried for Bravo's 
mysterious death. ‘The fact that 
aged Doctor Gulley’s wife was still 
living seemed to dispose of any mo- 
tive that Mrs, Bravo might have had 
for disposing of ‘her husband. After 
the verdict the police offered a large . 
reward: for evidence leading to the 
conviction of the’ murderer, but no 


further light was ever thrown upon 


the case, which so sorely distressed 
Mrs. Bravo that she went into a 
decline, suffering a painful death 
within a year after her husband's
